George Washington University will offer Chinese language instruction (Mandarin) 
for the first time beginning in the Fall semester of this year. 

The course will begin with an orientation lecture on China, the variety of its 
dialects, the four tones of Mandarin, the history of Chinese characters and their 
classifications, and the unity of the written language. 

Instruction will cover both the spoken and written language. Chinese grammar 
will be presented in diagram style for easier understanding of sentence construction 
and patterns. The construction of Chinese characters will be analysed and interpreted 
etymologically. 

Texts in Chinese characters will be read and will prepare the student for further 
studies and appreciation of Chinese culture and literature. 

The course instructor will be Joseph Wang, formerly of the Army language School 
in Monterey, California.

Over 8000 students have taken t h ie course since he came to the University 
in 1936. 

Dr. Tupper devoted much of his energy toward effecting curricular and organizational 
chancer in the University. He served as chairman of a cowr&ttae to study the reorgani¬ 
sation of the University faculty* The work of t::ia conmittee led to the establishment 
of tha University Senate three yeara ago, and Dr. Tupper served os the first chairman of 
its executive eosunitteo. Ton years ago he chaired a comnittoe to roevaluate the Univer¬ 
sity* s libortl arts curriculum. This comitteo’s report, adopted in its entirety by the 
University, mas popularly known as the Tupper Report. 

Ur* Tupper waa born July 31# 190ti, in Minneapolis, Minnesota* Ha attended Harvard 
University where he was graduated cum lauds with a B. A* degree. He also received his 
M. A. and Ph. D. degrees from Harvard. 

Prom 1986 to 1987# ha waa master of The Loomis School in Windsor, Connecticut, and 
flrera 1928 to 1932# ho was an instructor in English st Northwestern University* He waa 
a Harvard Traveling MB Fellow in 1935-36. In the summer of 1959# ha waa Visiting 
Professor of English at Northwestern University. 

He contributed articles# HflMMK bibliographies# end reviews to professional journals*

The George Washington University will add over 1000 on-campus residence hall 
spaces by the acquisition of the Park Central Apartments, 1900 F Street, N. W., 
President Thomas H• Carroll said in a statement issued today* The University has 
contracted to purchase the nine-story, brick building, and will convert it to a 
women’s residence hall for Fall 1961* occupancy. 

The University presently has space for about 1000 students in three men ’3 and 
three women's residence halls on campus. President Carroll said. At present the 
University also leases off-campus housing for 280 women students. 

When the new residence hall is opened in September 1961*, it will house 1000 
women students, and will include a dining hall which will accommodate 1*00 students 
at a sitting. "With this step we will slightly more than double our on—campus 
residence facilities,” said President Carroll, "thus meeting a need clearly evidenced 
by the national and international character of our student body." The University 
has students enrolled from every state of the Union, as well as the District of 
Columbia, U. S. possessions and 75 foreign countries. 

Madison and Crawford Halls, which presently house about 350 women students, 
will be converted to men's residence halls for the 1961*-65 school year. President 
Carroll said. 

He said the Park Central will continue to operate as an apartment and hotel 
until December 31j 1963, after which the building will be extensively renovated. The 
structure now contains 317 apartments. 

The purchase and alterations of the building are being made through funds 
available under the College Housing Loan Program of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency.
